THE PRESIDENTIAL COUNT. 


Eight years have passijl elnco a, contro- 
versy concerning tho result ot o. national 
election sharply called tho attention ot tlio 
congress to tlio necessity of providing moro 
precise and definito regulations for counting 
tho electoral voto.

With Belgium a con- 
vention has been signed whereby tho scope 
of present treaties has been so enlarged as to 
secure to citizens or cither country within 
tho jurisdiction of tho other equal rights and 
privileges. In the acquisition aud aliena- 
tion of property, a trade-mark treaty bos 
also been concluded. 
The war between Chili aud Peru is at an 


end, For tho arbitration ot the claims ot 
American citizens, who, during its continu- 
ance, suH'ei-od through tbo acts of tho Chilian 
authorities, n convention will soou bo nego- 
tiated. 


The stato ol hostilities between Franco 


and China continues to bo an embarrassing 
feature ot our eastern, relations. Tho Chinese 
govoramaut has promptly adjusted and paid 
tho claims of American citizens whose 
propert}- -was destroyed in tho recent riots at 
Canton. I renew tho recommendation of 
my last amiual message, that the Canton 
indemnify fund 
be returned 
to China.

I sea no reason 
why overt preparations in this country Cor 
the commission of criminal acts, such ns aru 
hero under consideration, should not.bi alike 
punishable, whether such acts are intended 
to be committed in our own, country, or in a 
foreign country with which wo are at pence.

NATURAUZATIOX. 


Our existing naturalization laws neod re- 


vision. Those sections relating to Arsons re- 
siding within tlio limits ot tho Umtod State* 
witliiu 17UO and 1TV3 h&vo now only a histor- 
ical intorost. Seotioh iJ,172, recognizing tho 
citizenship of tho 'children of naturalized 
parents is ambiguous in its terms und partly 
obsolete.

children of fathers who havo declared their 
intentions of becoming citizens, but have 
failed to perfect tbou* naturalization. 
It 


might bo wise to provide Cor a central bureau 
ol' registry, wherein should bo filed authenti- 
cated transcripts of every record of natural- 
ization in tho several federal and state 
courts, and to make provision also for the 
vacation or cancellation of such record in 
eases where fraud liad been practiced upon 
tho court by the applicant himself, or whoro 
to had removed or forfeited his acquired 
citizenship. A just and uniform law in this 
respect would strengthen tho hands of the 
government in protecting its citizens abroad, 
and would pavo tho way for tho conclusion 
of treaties of naturalization with foreign 
countries. 


DIPLOMATIC AXD CONSULAR SERVICE. 
Tho legislation of tho last session oilucted in 


the diplomatic and consular service curtuin 
changes and reductions which huvu been 
prodtictivo of embarrassment. Tho populn- 
IfcDn and commercial activity of our country 
M'O steadily on tho increase, and uro giving 
rise to now, varying and often delicato 
relationships with other countries. 
Our 


foreign establishment now embraces nearly 
double tho area of operations that it did 
twenty years ago, Tho confinement of such 
a service within the limits of expendi- 
ture then established is not, it seoms to mo, 
in accordance with truo economy. A cum- 
numity ol! 00,000,000 of people should be 
adequately represented in its intercourse 
with foreign nations. A project for tho re- 
organisation of consular service and for re- 
casting tho scheme of extra-territorial juris- 
UctiouUnow before you. If the limits of 
a *hort $6*.sion will not allow its full consid- 
eration, I trust you will not fail to make 
suitable provision for present uooils of tin* 
^orvico. 


It has boon customary to doCno in tho ap- 


troprifttion nets the rank of each diplomatic

those taxes shall bo abolished, tho revenues 
that wiM still remain to the government 
will,.in my opinion, DOC only sulttco to meet 
its roasonablo exininditures, but will afford a 
surplus largo enough to permit such tarifE 
reduction as may seem advisable whon tho 
results of rocont revenue laws and commer- 
cial treaties sltali have shown in what quar- 
ters those reductions can bo most judiciously 
on'ected. 


OtfH FOUEIGN TRADE. 


One of the gravest of tho problems which 


appeal to tho wisdom of congress for solu- 
tion is tho ascertainment of tho most effect- 
ive moans of increasing our foreign trade, 
and thus relieving tho deprusssion under 
Which our industries aro now languiahlng- 
Tho secretary of the treasury advises that 
the duty of investigating this subject bo 
intrusted in tho first mstauco to a competent 
commission. While fully recognizing the 
considerations that nrny bo urged against 
this course, I am nevertheless of the opinion 
that, upon tho wholo, no othor would bo 
likely to effect speedier or better results 


SHIl'I'iNG- INTERESTS. 


That portion

ping interests cannot fail to command your 
attention. ' He oraphtttlcully recommends 
that us an incentive to. t-lfrnrinvostmonb of 
American capitjil In Ainftri^n. stoamsuips, 
tho govoruihojit shall \by t>eral paymoiits 
for mail triuisj>ortution; \or othorwieo, lend 
its active assistance to iualVldual enterprise, 
and declares 
his belief that unless that 
course bo pursued our foreign carrying 
trade must remain as it is—almost exclusively 
in tho hands of foreigners' Ono phaso 
of this subject is now especially prominent, 
in view of the repeal by the act o£ Juno 20, 
ISS4, of all statutory provisions arbitrarily 
compelling 2American vessels to cany tho 
mails to and from tho United States. As it 
is necessary to make provision to ctjmpen- 
sato the owners of such vessels for perform- 
ing that service after April, lbS5, it is hoped 
that the wholo subject will lead to the enact- 
inont of such measures for the revival of our 
merchant nuirine as tho wisdom of congress 
may doviso, 


THE NATIONAL HANKS, 


The 0 per cent, bonds of thy govorpmoat, 


to tho amount of more than 8100,000,000, 
huvo, since my lost annual message, boon re- 
deemed by tho treasury. 
The bonds of that 


issue still outstanding amount to littlo ovwi 
$^00,000,000, about one-fourth of which will 
be rutir&l through tho operations of tbo sink- 
ing fund during" the coming year. As the 
bonds still oontinno the chief basis for tho 
circulation uf ^ho national banks, tho ques- 
tion how to awrt thu contraction of .the cur- 
rency c.'LUKud by their retirement is ono of 
constantly increasing importance. 


It seems to bo pjimurully couceded that the 


law governing this matter exacts from tho 
banks excessive security, and thnD upon 
their present bond deposits a larger circula- 
tion than is now allowed may bo granted 
with safety.

TITE NAVY. 


In this, the last ol tbo stato messages thai 
I sliaj) have th'o.'houor to trausrait to tin 
coagrfcss'of tlio Unitod'States, I can not too 
strongly urgo on its attention tho duty of re- 
storing our navy 03 rapidly as possible to 
tho high stato of efficiency which formerly 
characterized it. As the long poaco that has 
bos lulled us into a souse of fancied security 
may at any timo bo disturbed, it is pluii 
that tho policy of strengthening this arm 0 
tho service, is dictated by considerations o 
uso and economy ; of just regard for our £u 
turo tranquility, and of true appreciation 0 
tho dignity and honor of tho republic. 


THE POSTAL SERVICE. 


The report of tho postmaster general ac 


quaints you with tho present condition and 
needs of the postal service. It discloses the 
gratifying fact that tho loss of revenue from 
tho reduction of tho rate in letter postage, as 
recommended in my massage of December 
1SS2, 
and olfocted by tho act of March li 


ISSH, has been much less than was generally 
anticipated. 
My recommendation of thu, 


reduction was based upon tho boliof that the 
actual falling oC in receipts for letter 
postage for tho year immediately sue 
cecdiug tho change o£ tho rato -would bo S3,- 
000,000.
